There does not seem to' be any doubt that 
the overwhelming sentiment-in southern 
Ireland earnestly demands satisfaction of 
the settlement, while Ulster is moving' 
toward the Bonar Law point of view.

DECISIONxAGAINST HARDWOOD 


ASSOCIATION 


A fundamental and significant decision 


is that of the United States supreme court 
declaring the operating plan of the Amer- 
ican Hardwood Lumber association to be 
a violation of the Sherman anti-trust law. • 
The court has ruled that the association "s- 
systeni of ^'open'competi-tion" is a modi- 
fied resumption'of the obsolete "gentle- 


Omen's agreement. 


Lumber dealers apparently have not at- 


tempted actually to fix prices. Through 
their associations, national and local, they 
have been in the habit of exchanging spe- 
cific information as to producton cost, 
stocks on hand, sales prices and similarly 
suggestive items. Their counselors have 
assumed that it was legal to base pi-ices 
on the highest production cost, provided 
prices were, not fixed by agreement. 


As has been stated or implied by the 


Federal Trade commission, there are sev- 
eral trade associations and' institutes 
which periodically regulate prices by -ex- 
changing "written information and oral 
'ideas and opinions. There is, consequent- 
ly, a direct implication that the highest 
tribunal's decision is likely to reach far 
in results. 


It is hard to distinguish between indus- 


trial and commercial associations, as to 
whether they are or are not detrimental 
to the public interests. 
As Mr. Roose- 


velt used to say. there were good and^bad 
trusts, and there are still good and bad 
associations. Some of these business as- 
sociations have sought to do in an indirect 
and concealed way what trusts used to 
openly do to become monopolies. The 
country can never approve secret agree- 
ments to regulate prices and throttle com- 
petition. On the other hand it is ready 
to, approve associations and organiza- 
tions formed to promote business inter- 
ests in a legitimate way and to contribute 
to efficiency and economy. The Sherman 
anti-trust law should not be construed to 
apply to organizations •which do not em- 
barrass 'trade or destroy competition, or 
wl:osc practices do not; directly or indi- 
rectly, subject the conTsiuner to extortion.

Jeane-and Marjorie.-for us to wear long heavy 
woolen underwear and stockings in the winter time 
in order to bo healthy girls? AVe live only about 
eight blocks from school. ' 


Well, children, it needn't be so very long, just 


long enough to extend from the clavicle, if you have 
reached that level in your education, to the tops of 
your stockings, if you intend to wear stockings this 
winter. And in myjudgmcnt the underwear needn't 
bo so very heavy nor even wool if you itch too 
much in wool. 
' 


In my younger days as a private sanitarian and 


even after I had launched forth as a health author- 
ity'—Loused to advocate wool strongly, and I do yet 
for the older folks. For young people I think it is 
immaterial', so far as hygiene and health may be 
concerned, whether they wear wool, linen, cotton, 
silk or no underwear. They may do as their own 
comfort directs. So may the older folks, for that 
matter, but as a general rule the older folks are 
most comfortable, in the colder season, encased in 
an armor of wool underwear with wool s.ockings 
of similar weight. For those who live or work most- 
ly indoors in winter, very light weight wool (or wool 
with a small mixture of'cotton) knitted material is 
most comfortable under varying 
conditions and 


therefore most healthful fo'r underwear. By kni ted 
material, I mean the usual modern porous elastic 
texture of underwear and stockjngs, and I refer to 
no special brand. I merely wish to advice against 
wearing the old fashioned tightly woven flannels, 
which are bad medicine, almost as bad as thick cot- 
ton underwear or cotton 
with 
an impervious 


"fleece" lining. 


"Wool is a slow heat conductor, like hair or fur. 


Cotton and linen are fast heat conductors and for 
that reason underwear of these materials subjects 
the circulation of oilier folks or invalids to exces- 
sive gymnastic'strains adapting itself to the many, 
plunges from the cool or cold open air to the over- 
heated indoor atmosphere, and out again, in winter 
time. A woolen armor mitigates and softens 
the 


strain somewhat as^a covering of hair, feathers or 
fur would. Light weight wool (or wool and silk or 
even all silk, since silk is as slow a heat conductor 
as wool is) union suits are not too warm indoors: 
thick or heavy cotton is too warm indoors in arti- 
ficially heated atmosphere". 


As I say. it,doesn't matter what young people 


wear or leave off in the-way of undergarments, pro- 
vided they feel comfortable. There is no relation 
be: ween any kind of sickness and the underwear 
one has left off as a regular thing or on a particu- 
lar occasion. Do not permit the gossip about that 
to worry you, children. It is a, question of your 
own personal comfort, and if you feel comfortable 
with or without any particular article of apparel, 
why go to it. 


This probably will clash with some school "physi- 


ologies," but there are things 
taught 
in 
some 


school physiology classes that are not so.

Some think the government is sell- 


ing_ obsolete and rare stamps. They 
ask" casually for such valuable old is- 
sues as those of tho elghteen-sixtics. 
As a matter of fact, the government 
agency is selling at present only the 
following: three cent Victory stamps, 
all denominations of tho Pilgrim Ter- 
centenary issues, airplane stamps, a 
small quantity of special delivery 
stamps with a pink back, and the or- 
dinary current issues. 


The only place from which the gov- 


ernment stamp agency can get its 
stock to sell to collectors is from the 
post offices of the country. 
In the 


past, anyone who wrote to the post 
office department to buy stamps for 
a collection was referred to his post 
office, and told that if his local post- 
master did not have the particular 
kind desired, perhaps tome other post- 
master would. -Following this sug- 
gestion often meant a wild goose 
chase for the collector. Perhaps some 
little country post office might still 
have a few of the desired stamps. But 
the chances o£ striking these caches 
were about even with those of dig- 
ging up buried treasure. - 


Now, 
the "post ofCjce department is 


getting stamps, such as the Pilgrim 
Tercentenary issues, from the post 
offices, and will sell them direct to 
stamp collectors. 
Postmasters have 


been requested to report any discon- 
tinued issues of postage stamps which 
remain in stock. But up to the pres- 
ent time only those kinds which we 
have mentioned as how b'eing sold 
have been reported. 
' 


Another' point of misunderstanding 


is that the post office department is 
setting up a"v commercial 
stamp 


agency. One man wrote to know If 
he could represent the department in 
Philadelphia to buy and sell stamps 
for it there. 
Tost Office Docs Xot Bay Stamps 
The fact is the department is not 


buying stamps at all, and it is selling 
them only at their face value. It is 
written into the postal 
regulations 


that no employee in the postal ser- 
vice may buy or sell stamps at more 
than their original sale price. ' 


Other people have thought that~the 


government philatelic agency would 
bo disposing: of freak issues, such as 
the airplane sheet that was printed 
with the design upside down, or" the 
famous issue of two cent stamps with 
several fives on the sheet. 


These are great rarities, and bring 


prices which only a. stamp, collector 
can un^rstand. The 24-cent airplanes 
have a Border of red and the airplane 
in the center of blue. By a mistake 
which will probably always remain 
a mystery, on one single sheet of 
stamps tho airplane design was put 
in upside down. 


The Bureau of Engraving was itself 


turned upsideNdown in vain attempts 


to find out how this catastrophe oc- 
curred. 
Philatelists, however, 
re- 


jolucd. Ono congressman who 
hua 


three of these stumps rccetly refused 
$1,500 apiece for them. 


The plate of twos on which the fives 


occur was also' duo to some mysteri- 
ous mistake. Perhaps an engraver 
absent-mindedly took up a die marked 
five cents thinking it was the master 
die for the two-cent sheet. No one 
knows. And no one knows just how 
numy of the sheets were printed. But 
we are told that one ot them might 
bring $350. 


It is because such accidents are 


rare—almost unheard of—that 
the 


misprinted stamps are so highly val- 
ued by collectors.' The post office de- 
partment says emphatically that It 
bus none of these rarities for sale. 


One collector suggested that the do 


partmont might render a service if, it 
would get some of the Shanghai over 
printed stamps. The conference on 
limitation .of 
armaments^ plans 
to 


abolish the post offices which the 
United States and some' other1 coun- 
tries have in .China. The stamps of 
our off ice" at Shanghai will /probably 
rise in value in the collector's estima- 
tion through this move, since no more 
will be printed when the post office' Is 
closed. 


The' Chinese Stamps 


These Shanghai stamps are ordi 


nary United 'States stamps 
except 


that over each one is printed "Shang- 
hai, 
China," and the price in 
local 


currency which in each case is double 
the face value. Thus the two cent 
stamp is overprinted four cents. Any- 
one wishing 
to buy stamps with 


American currency at the Shanghai, 
China, post office is given the ordi- 
nary American stamp.

The Post Office

been directing collectors who desired 
to buy these stamps to send a domes- 
tis money order to the United States 
postal agent, Shanghai. He converts 
the order into local currency, and 
makes the purchase. To sell these 
stamps in the United States would 
need a special order of some sort, and 
none is contemplated at present. 


Considering all the things it is not 


established to do, people who have 
never collected stamps might not see 
how the government stamp agency 
is doing the collectors a special ser- 
vice by selling them ordinary current 
stamps and a very few recent issues. 


The important point is that not all 


two-cent stamps look alike to the ex- 
pert. 
The stamp with perforations 


running into the pink design may be 
all right to put on a letter, but it 
isn't a collector's ideal, of stamp 
beauty. ""

He wants a stamp that has a neat 


margin of white around it when it is 
torn off the sheet. 
He particularly 


likes to see thex perforations form a 
maltese cross where -they intersect 
between four stamps.

Collectors who go up to the post of- 


"ice stamp window and ask for stamps 
ire often given badly-centered speci- 
mens. Generally the- clerk has no 
time to hunt for perfect copies. This 
is one of the things that the stamp 
agency is going to do. In selling to 
collectors the ordinary current issues, 
it aims to sell well-centered and well- 
perforated specimens.

picking up signs out of the air, the 
Marconi 
system 
has 
nothing on 


Murphy. 


AH of which. means that Danny 


Murphy is of invaluable aid to the 
batters on the Philadelphia clnb. by 
being able to tell them in advance 
what the opposing pitcher intends to 
throw. 


Don't get the impression there is 


anything unsportsmanlike about Mur- 
>phy's" methods, for such is not the 
case. Murphy doesn't'use any field 
glasses or employ, any other outside 
help to gather his information, other 
than a keen'sense of observation and 
the ability to think quickly. 


To me Danny Murphy is one of the 


most remarkable characters in base- 
ball. Standing on the third base 
coaching lines when^the Athletics are 
at bat, he is far from an imposing 
figure. His position is; usually a care 
less-one, and he emits no wild yells 
like Hughey Jennings did in the days 
of old. 


As a matter of fact Murphy prob 


ably impresses the average fan as a 
plajrer who has but little interest in 
his work. 
Usually as the pitcher 


btarts his delivery, Murphy can be 
seen uttering a few apparently un- 
intelligible remarks to 
the 
batter. 


While the fan can't hear and doesn't 
understand what Murphy is saying, 
the batter is getting a lot of inside 
stuff.

It is a distinct advantage to the 


batter. It usually'means that he can 
add at Icabt 30 per cent to his batting 
average' if he knows what is coming.
